T. E. Wallace, brother of the 'dead 
man, wrote Sheriff Wilson from Char- 
leston, Miss., that he had "never em- 
ployed Mr. Bearden, had'not paid him 
a penny, and had not promised to pay 
him anything." 


Mr. Wallace's letter, revealed by 


Sheriff Wilson Tuesday, continued as 
follows: 


"Somebody must want to 'throw off 


responsibility and, as I live a long 
way off from there, put it on me. You 
can depend on my statement above, 
and don't pay any attention to that 
stuff. 


"Some of the people living down in 


that part of the county (below Spring 
Hill) employed him (Bearden) before 
I arrived there—and that 'is all there 
is to it. I did not tell them to keep 
him or not to keep him. 


"I asked the citizens down there to 


lend their efforts to the officers to 
help catch the guilty man. I encour- 
aged them With the best I could say. 
I want him caught and. executed, They 
all seemed earnest in their desire to 
find him and see that he gets the just 
penalty. None of them; asked me for 
any money and I did not donate or 
promise any money to anyone. What 
I want, and all our family wants, is 
to catch ana properly execute the guil- 
ty man. Of course we arc looking to 
the officers to do that."

40,000,000 Bushels Held 


by Farm Board Now 
Available for Needy 


WASHINGTON" H/PJ- Forty mil- 


lion bushels of Farm Board wheat 
was placed late Monday to the credit 
of the nation's unemployed and needy. 


President Hoover signed the free 


wheat measure without comment af- 
.er conferences with Attorney Gen- 
eral Mitchell and John Barton Payne, 
chairman of the American Red Cross, 
•vhich will distribute the wheat. 


Payne objected tp a clause of the 


ncasurc permitting the Red Cross to 
bake the grain into bread after mill- 


;. Ho said his organization would 


not undertake this and suggested the 
president might well want a legal 
ruling upon it. Mitchell was sum- 
moned but neither he nor the presi- 
dent would comment upon the result 
of their conference. 


Here is the section to which Payne 


objected: 


"In cities of over 25,000 population 


the American National Red Cross or 
any other organization designated by 
it may have the flour 
baked into 


bread, provided that no part of the 
expense incident to such baking or 
processing shall be paid out of said 
wheat or flour and no part of the ex- 
pense shall be borne by the United 
States or the Federal Farm Board." 


As Payne interpreted the section, it 


would require the Red Cross to pay 
Vor the baking unless this could be 
obtained gratis from bakeries. In his 
testimony before congressional com- 
mitttes the Red Cross 
leader indi- 


cated willingness to undertake distri- 
bution provided his organization was 
treed of the expense.

body of the measure, which he con- 
strued as "permitting the Red Cross 
to have the wheat milled into flour 
and delivered to the needy, with the 
cost to come out of the wheat."

Action on Kidnap 


Measure Delayed 


Senators Fear Immediate 
Approval Might Fright- 


en Abductors 


WASHINGTON.-0<P)—Lest it fright- 


en abductors of the Lindbergh baby 
and delay his safe return, the Senate 
Judiciary Committee Monday with- 
held action on a measure to make 
kidnaping across state lines a federal 
crime punishable by death. 


The group deliberated for more than 


an hour before deciding that enacU 
ment of the'bill'at this time would 
only make his captors more fearful 
and hamper efforts of the Lindberghs 
to communicate with them. 
- In addition, Chairman Norris, Re, 
publican, Nebraska, pointed out that 
as the law would not be retroactive, 
"it couldn't help in the present case 
if we passed it now." 


At the same time Norris made it 


plain that the committee emphatically 
favors legislation to make interstate 
kidnaping a federal offense and un- 
doubtedly will act in that direction 
when the Lindbergh case has been 
cleared up. He opposes making it a 
capital offense since the punishment 
then would' be no greater if the ab- 
ducted person were slain. 


"The committee feels," he said, "that 


one of the troubles about the Lind- 
bergh, case & that there is so much 
publicity that even if the abductors 
wanted to get in touch with them and 
bring the baby back they couldn't do 
it without getting caught. 


"By legislating now we would help 


to scare them and make it more dif- 
ficult to get the baby back." 


Chairman Sumners pf the House Ju- 


dicary 'Committee Monday introduced 
a bill incorporating his plan for state. 
compact control of kidnapers and oth- 
er criminals, who evade prosecution by 
escaping access state boundaries. 


Sumners said his bill "would give 


consent of Congress for any two or

ers, middlings/etc., each piece should 
be well-rubbed in with a mixture t>t 
salt, sugar, saltpeter, black and red, 
pepper. The mixture snottld be about; 
as follows: 25 pounds of salt; S pounds; 
of sugar (brown sugar preferred); "5: 
pounds of saltpeter; one pound of 
black pepper; one pound! of real good, 
hot, red pepper, .well ground. Make 
a generous, application of .this mixture 
to the meat, rubbing it in well, after1 
which hang it up in a cool place, and 
allow it to hang. Do not pack down 
in boxes or barrels, but hang up. The 
pepper will keep awa yall 'flies, etc.! 
The saltpeter and salt will aid in pre- 
serving, and cause the blood and 
liquids to drain freely from the meat. 
.After it has drained and dried suf- 
filcently, the meat .may be smoked.

He told 
1'riendS on his arrival that this was 
one post to which he was anxious 
to be assigned, and the pleasure of his 
apponitment to Hot Springs, he said, 
was enhanced by the knowledge.that 
he would remain here until the com- 
pletion of the new $1,500,000 hopsital, 
now being constructed. 


Colonel Shock's last public appear- 


ance was early last week when he 
presided at the annual dinner given 
by himself and staff to members of 
the Garland and Pulaski County Med- 
ical societies. Shortly after Colonel 
Shook arrived he was taken serious- 
ly ill. His condition for a times was 
regarded as critical, although the ex- 
act nature of his illness was not made 
public. A few days after he presided 
at the banquet he suffered a complete 
nervous collapse. He was transferred 
immediately to the Walter Reed hos- 
pital in Washington for observation 
and treatment.
